Nixon orders federal pay hike delay

• SAN CLEMENTE (UPI) - President Nixon Friday 


ordered a 60-day deferral of pay increases for 3.5 mil- 
lion government employes, both civilian and military. 


In a message to Congress, Nixon said the move 
was necessary to hold down the rising cost of living 
and that the federal government and its employes had 
a special obligation to fight inflation "even in cases 
when meeting it involves a reasonable element of self- 
denial." 


. Congress has 30 days in which to overrule the 


President's action. Otherwise, a federal pay increase of 
approximately 4.7 per cent which was scheduled to go 
into effect Oct. 1 will be deferred until Dec. 1. 


Not affected by the President's action were nearly 


700,000 mailmen and other employes of the U.S. Postal 


Service, a semipublic corporation, who won clearance 
from the Cost of Living Council Friday for pay in- 
creases amounting to an average $700 the first year 
and $400 in the second. 


Most of the pay raises will be retroactive to July 21 


for 608,000 nonsupervisory personnel under a two-year 
contract negotiated by the postal service and four 
unions, with about 90,000 supervisory workers getting 
theirs Nov. 12. 


"I regret asking for this postponement of a federal 


pay increase but there can be no doubt of its necessi- 
ty," Nixon said. "At a critical time in the economic 
health of our nation, when many are being called on to 
make sacrifices in order to hold down inflation, no one 
should enjoy special immunity." 
. 


Nixon acted under the federal pay comparability 


act of 1970 which provides for periodic, across-the- 
board increases for federal civilian and military em- 
ployes to keep their pay scales commensurate with 
those for civilian jobs. 
" 


The amount of the increase is set each year by the 


President after receiving recommendations from the 
Federal Employes Pay Council, the directors of the 
Office of Management and Budget and the Civil Serv- 
ice Commission, and a three-member nongovernmen- 
tal presidential advisory committee on pay. 


According to the statement, the recommendations 


call for a 4.77 per cent increase. Nixon, however, said 
this would be further reviewed and he would make a 
final decision in September. 


Federal budget managers estimate that a 1 per 


cent across-the-board increase costs approximately 
|400 million annually, making the annual cost of the 4.7 
percent increase approximately $1.88 billion. 


' "At a time when the rising cost of living is a major 


concern to us all, the federal government and its em- 
ployes have a special obligation to avoid any action 
that would needlessly fan the flames of inflation," 
Nixon said. 


"This obligation must not be taken lightly, even in 


cases when meeting it involves a reas9nable element of 
self-denial."

He said both labor and management in the private 


sector have acted with "commendable restraint" in 
keeping new wage increases in line.

"The testimony of an in- 


former must be weighed 
with greater care than 
any other witness," he 
told them. "You should 
consider whether the in- 
former may be prejudiced 
against one or more of the 
defendants. 


"You should first deter- 


mine whether a conspira- 
cy existed," Arnow said. 
"Next you should deter- 
mine whether each of the 
defendants 
willfully 
be- 


came a member, and then 
whether one or more Of 
the defendants committed 
an overt act." 


IN ASKING the jurors 


to do without the repeat of 
the testimony of William 
W. Lemmer and Charles 
H. Becker, Arnow said it 
would take considerable 
time to go through the 
tapes and to find specified 
portions of what Lemmer 
said during his five days 
on the stand and what 
Becker said in two days. 
Lemmer and Becker had 
infiltrated the VVAW. 


Arnow said the stenog- 


rapher who made

Jacksonville, Fla., and he 
asked the jurors to decide 
among themselves wheth- 
er they really needed the 
material.

Brooks made the charge 


at a hurriedly called press 
conference Friday morn- 
ing. At the same time he 
released a letter just sent, 
and 
not 
answered, re- 


questing information on 
the subject from Nixon's 
counsel Bryce Harlow. 


A White House spokes- 


man 
said the 
charges 


were "much ado about 
nothing" and Harlow in 
an almost instantaneous 
reply said, "there is no 
inconsistency in the trans- 
action and, indeed, we are 
informed that a member 
of your staff, Mr. Dale 
Thompson, raised 
this 


question with and receiv- 
ed the explanation from 
the attorney who handled 
the transaction for the 
President." 


However, Harlow said 


the survey work did come 


after the signings of the 
sales agreement on Dec. 
15,1970. 


An error was made in 


the survey, a plat, accord- 
ing to Harlow. 


"It is our understanding 


that the attorney for the 
President asked the sur- 
veyor, when the plat was 
sent back for redoing, to 
date the survey contempo- 
raneous 
with the sales 


agreement for conform- 
ity. The date of the plat is 
irrelevant to the effective 
date of the sales agree- 
ment," Harlow said in a 
letter to Brooks. 


"The 
transaction was 


accomplished in a routine 
manner, according to cus- 
tom and practice in the 
area, 
except 
for 
the 


preparation 
mentioned 


above, which was a mat- 


ter of convenience. There 
was no significance to the 
date or even the year of 
the transaction," Harlow 
added. 


Brooks, 
subcommittee 


has been investigating the 
nearly $2 million spent for 
security at Nixon's homes 
at San Clemente and Key 
Biscayne, Fla. He chal- 
lenged the authenticity of 
copies of a sales agree- 
ment distributed by the 
White House Monday. 


The agreement docu- 


mented the transfer of 23 
acres of Nixon's 28.9-acre 
San Clemente property to 
two of his closest friends, 
Robert II. Abplanalp and 
C. G. "Bebe" Rebozo, in 
a $1.2 million transaction. 


Brooks said the South 


Coast Engineering Co. of 


San Clemente, which sur- 
veyed the land in connec- 
tion with the sale, had 
confirmed to his subcom- 
mittee's investigators that 
the original papers had 
been altered. 


He said the investiga-. 


tors saw erasure marks 
when they inspected the 
original copy in the sur- 
veyors' offices. 


But Brooks said Frank 


Demarco, a Nixon attor- 
ney, told the investigators 
that "the dates have not 
been changed." 


Demarco is a member 


of the law firm of Herbert 
W. Kalmbach of Newport 
Beach, 
the President's 


personal lawyer who has 
testified on his role in the 
Watergate affair. 


Time running out for pair trapped in sub 


CORK, Ireland (UPI) — An international rescue 


flotilla tried repeatedly Friday night and this morning 
to rescue two British sailors from their trapped midg- 
et submarine on the bottom of the Atlantic before the 
two men ran out of oxygen. 


One of the trapped men reported they had about 


two-thirds ol a bottle of oxygen left—enough to last 
until late this morning. 


A sister midget submarine plunged into 45-foot 


waves early this morning, trailing a line which it hoped 
to attach to the Pisces HI, a minisubmarine which was 
trapped Wednesday night while laying telephone cable. 


The little rescue sub dove toward the Pisces III, 


trapped 1,375 feet down, shortly after 2 a.m. (6 p.m., 
PDT Friday). It was a desperate effort to bring up the 
two trapped crewmen — Roger Mallinson and Roger 
Chapman, before their oxygen ran out. 


Previous efforts to attach a line to the trapped 


submarine failed when a rescue craft developed me- 
chanical problems. 


If the submarine is unable to attach a line to bring 


up the two trapped men, rescuers may try to use 
dredging gear to scoop it from tlic bottom, said Sir 
Leonard Redshaw, chairman of Vickers Oceanics, 
owners of the Pisces HI. 


He said it was a grim decision to have to make, 


and that the choice would not be made unless the 
submarine now in the water fails to attach the line. 


"The choice is whether to dredge the'Pisces quite 


ruthlessly, but this will only be considered should we 
fail to make the link," he said. "We cannot say at what 
time that would be." 


According to one radio broadcast from the scene, 


monitored here, Mallinson and Chapman already were 
suffering delirium from breathing the carbon dioxide 
they had exhaled. 


However, Redshaw reported that the two men were 


"in good heart" and that their communications with 
surface vessels were "coherent and intelligent." 


"If these two men are going to be brought up suc- 


cessfully it is going to be by a very narrow margin 
indeed," Redshaw said. "I would not like to calculate 
the odds." 


An American robot submarine, the Curv III, was 


standing by while its American operators prepared it 
for a possible dive. The Curv, operated by remote con- 
trol, is equipped with a television camera to 
"see" 


underwater and mechanical arms which can be used to 
attach lines to the Pisces III. 


A Canadian vessel, the John Cabot, brought the 


Curv III to the rescue scene earlier Friday after it was 
flown to Cork from the U.S.

A nationwide protest was called off 
after a federal court Thursday delayed for a week en- 
forcement of a new price schedule. The National Safety 
Council, meantime, estimated between 550 and G50 per- 
sons might be killed in traffic accidents during the 
weekend. Last year 580 persons were killed in Labor 
Cay holiday traffic.

Ford 'spies' charged 


DETROIT — A Romanian government official and 


senior engineer at the Ford Motor Co. have been charg- 
ed with conspiracy to steal more than $1 million dollars 
worth of trade secrets from the automaker. FBI agents 
in Detroit also apprehended a Romanian embassy offi- 
cial, but released him after his diplomatic immunity 
status was confirmed. He secrets involve a special 
Ford process in manufacturing glass products. 


Rebels strike hard 
near Phnom Penh 


PHNOM PENH, Cambodia—Rebel forces' struck 


hard to the north and south of Phnom Penh Friday, 
inflicting heavy losses. An artillery and mortar bar- 
rage of 300 shells fell on Cambodia's third largest city, 
Kompong Cham, 47 miles northeast of the capital, kill- 
ing 18 soldiers and wounding 58. To the south intensive 
fighting was reported at Kompong Speu, another 
provincial capital. The attack on Kompong Cham was 
the heaviest in two years and could mark (he opening 
of what some Western military analysts see as a drive 
on Cambodia's outer provinical capitals. These ana- 
lysts predicted that if there is no offensive against 
Phnom Penh within the next several weeks, the insur- 
gents most likely would hold off till the end of the year 
and concentrate in the interim on provincial capitals. 


Canada rail tieup debate 


OTTAWA — The House of Commons debated 


amendments Friday night designed to sweeten a back- 
to-work bill for striking railroad workers across Cana- 
da. Soon after the basic legislation was given prelimi- 
nary approval Thursday night, union leaders said their 
members would refuse to go back to work unless more 
money was provided for in the measure. Unamended, 
the bill would increase the hourly wage of nonoperating 
employes from $3.54 to $4.15 by the end of a two-year 
contract. A conservative party amendment introduced 
Friday would hike it to $4.21 and a proposal by the 
National Democratic party would peg it at §4.34. 


Triumphant Peron comeback 


BUENOS AIRES — Argentina turned back the 


clock of history Friday with workers marching to 
chants of "Peron, Peron, Peron" as they did two dec- 
ades ago and the familiar figure of the strongman wav- 
ing with both hands from a balcony of organized 
labor's palace. Former President Juan Peron, now 77, 
received tumultuous support for his third bid for the 
presidency from tens of thousands of workers after 
union leaders staged a 14-hour strike to observe the 
occasion that virtually shut down Argentine commer- 
cial life. Peron, who was kicked out by flic military in 
1955, 
is considered, a sure winner in the Sept. 23 elec- 


tions.

His first pic- 
ture was "The Tornado," 
a 1917 two-reeler that he 
also acted in and wrote. 


His Academy Award- 


winning movies included 
"The Grapes of Wrath," 
"How Green Was My Val- 
ley," "The Informer" and 
"The Quiet Man," 'and 
two World War II docu- 
mentaries, "The Battle of 
Midway" and "December 
7." 


He 
also 
directed 


"Tobacco' Road," "They 
Were 
Expendable," 


"Arrowsmith," "The 
Plough and the-Stars," 
"Drums 
Along the Mo- 


hawk," 
"My 
Darling 


Clementine,"

More than 
900 stars and luminaries, 
a Hollywood Who's Who, 
turned out to render trib- 
ute, led by President 
Nixon, who declared him- 
self one of Ford's biggest 
fans. 
Nixon presented 


Ford with the nation's 
highest civilian award, 
the Medal of Freedom, 
because "Ford in his 
work has depicted free- 
dom in all its profound 
depth," Nixon said; 


Ford, a rear admiral in 


the Navy Reserve, was 
wounded 
by 
shrapnel 


while filming "The Battle 
of Midway." The film won 
an Oscar and Ford receiv- 
ed a Purple Heart.

CONTINUE feeding camellias, azaleas, gardenias, 


fuchsias, rhododendrons. Foliage spray plants in late 
afternoon or evening to provide humidity. 


THE best (ime to prune plants that bloom continu- 


ously (during one period) is when the blossoms are cut 
for indoor decoration, or when they have finished 
flowering. 


CHECK the underside of the leaves of poinsettia 


and hydranga for possible spider mite infestation and 
spray with insecticide if needed. 


CONTINUE deep-watering f r u i t trees as needed 


whether they have finished bearing fruit or not. 


BARE root bearded iris are still available. Plant 


some iris that flower twice, a year. They are called 
"remontant" or "repeat bloomers." 


FOREIGN top soil that is 'brought in as fill soil 


should not be put on top of the existing soil! It should 
be dug in and blended together.

Coastal gardeners need- 


n't worry about patience 
or foliage mildew if they 
plant Persian lilac which 
have lacin'ated (fringed) 
leaves. Their clusters of 
lavender blossoms pro- 
vide the nostalgic fra- 
grance of eastern lilacs, 
but are not as heavily 
scented. A patented intro- 
duction variety that is 
highly recommended and 
has proven quite satisfac- 
tory in most temperate 
zones, 
is the 
hybrid 


Lavender Lady lilac. 


Lilacs that have bloom- 


ed can be induced to 
flower better if the gar- 
dener mixes bone meal or 
a prepared flower-fruit 
fertilizer into the pre- 
moistened 
soil. 
The 


material 
is 
lightly 


scratched in then top- 
dressed with half an inch 
of manure and soaked 
well but slowly. (The ma- 
nure amount is recom- 
mended for plants five 
years or older. Lesser 
manure thickness for 
younger plants). The soil 
is kept moist for several 
days then plant is watered 
as needed. 


ONE of the most inter- 


esting bits of news about 
the medicinal benefits of 
aloe vera foliage a succu- 
lent plant, was told to me 
personally by a lady who 
had a bad hot water burn. 


This is her factual ac- 


count about the healing 
properties of the crushed 
pulp and juice of aloe 
veraleaves: 


She was carrying a pan 


of hot water, was bump- 
ed , and the water splash- 
ed over one side of her 
face. Luckily, it didn't 
splash into her eye. She 
quickly dabbed the aloe 
pulp and juice over the 
burned area and contin- 
ued applying it several 
times a day for about a 
week. She didn't go to the 
doctor for any medication 
and gives the aloe all the 
credit for healing that 
burn. (We'd like to hear 
from any readers who 
grow aloe vera and have 
used the pulp or juice for 
burns, rashes, etc.

SYRINGA ... deciduous lilacs 


at nurseries or flower 
shows. 


The striking blossom 


has a shiny leathery-like 
spathe of orange-red, 
white, yellow, red or 
greenish-white that partly 
surrounds a dense spike 
(spadix) of tiny, usually 
yellow, flowers. The com- 
plete unit reminds one of 
the calla lily shape. 


Anthuriums 
essentially 


are greenhouse plants. 
They'll stand normal in- 
door house conditions 
until they finish blooming. 
They may last as long as 
three weeks. Plants then 
should be put back in a 
greenhouse where there is 
a natural humid condi- 
tion. This holds true for 
caltleya orchids and other 
greenhouse plants. 


Indoors, the cooling sys- 


tem, drastic changes in 


weather, even from day to 
night, and drafts may af- 
. feet the bloom develop- 


ment of the plants. 


An indoor anthurium 


may be helped by setting 
it on a deep baking dish 
filled with pea-size gravel 
or volcanic rock, and fill- 
ed with water to within 
half an inch of the gravel 
or rock level ... just so 
the bottom of the pot isn't 
setting in the water. Such 
a condition provides hu- 
midity for the plant. 


The consensus of sever- 


al wholesale growers of 
orchids and anthuriums, 
is that the plants should 
be kep.t longer in the 
greenhouse, then placed 
indoors'as recommended 
during the blooming peri- 
od. Back to the green- 
house 
when 
finished 


flowering.

PORNOGRAPHY 


Many church people are 


delighted with the recent 
Supreme Court ruling 
which permits control of 
pornographic and obscene 
movies, live theater, lit- 
erature and photographs 
in accordance with pre- 
vailing community stand- 
ards.

The Mor- 
mons prohibit alcohol, 
tobacco, tea and coffee.- 
Coffee and lea are freely 
enjoyed in most'other 
churches. Smoking is cus- 
tomary in the offices and 
parish halls,of some. A;id 
there are churches that 
, serve alcohol at social 


events. It would not be 
very Christian for anyone 
of these churches to at- 
tempt to force its customs 
on others. 


No one is forced to at- 


tend dirty movies or read 
dirty books. Those who do 
pay their money — usual- 
ly 
a 
foolishly 
large 


amount— for a dubious 
pleasure. 


Another real danger is 


the impossibility of defin- 
ing obscenity. The beauti- 
ful poem, Keats' "Eve of 
St. Agnes," is immoral by 
the prevailing standards 
of any decent community. 
II involves housebreaking, 
seduction and kidnaping. 
And the language is erotic 


and suggestive. Shall this 
masterpiece be barred 
from high school text- 
books? 


Churches 
should be 


wary of anything that 
smacks of the suppression 
of ideas. There is not a 
major 
denomination in 


America which has not 
s u f f e r e d 
persecution, 


often to the point of blood- 
shed, because its ideas 
were not acceptable to its 
enemies. 


Is there a middle way 


between toleration- and 
suppression?'Yes. The X- 
rated businesses damage 
a neighborhood. They 
should be kept under 
strict regulation by com- 
munity ordinances. They 
should not be allowed to 
flaunt their "adult" 
w ares.

The four students killed 


by Ohio National Guards- 
men at Kent State Univer- 
sity continue to haunt the 
conscience of America.

lenge to the American 
Conscience."

ments the tragedy on May

has the feeling that there 
was a general conspiracy 
to pretend that the bad 
event didn't happen. 


The guardsmen, sol- 


diers of both Ohio and the

„ conditions. An officer was 


responsible for this. Did 
an officer order the fir- 
ing? Or did the guards- 
men, 
most of whom were 


young, lose their heads 
and let off a hysterical 
volley? There has been no 
public answer to these 
questions. 


Officers are responsible 


for the conduct of their 
command, but if there 
was a court of inquiry or 
a court martial, the re- 
sults were never revealed. 
Nor did Ohio or the 
United Slates enter into 
an action which was to 
some degree a crime.

very practical reason for 
some kind of "amnesty." 
It is simply this: Our 
over-burdened courts do • 
not need to waste time 
trying 4,500 fugitives.

are in Canada and 


the others are in other 
countries. There have 
been 15,800 men convicted 
of draft evasion. 


Desertion, a military 


crime, is another prob- 
lem. About 425,000 Ameri- 
cans have deserted since 
1965, 
but 90 per cent of 


them gave themselves up. 
(Sometimes a girl or too 
much liquor is the motive 
for desertion.) Another 
10,000 were apprehended, 
but 32,000, most of whom 
are hiding in the United 
States, are still at large. 


Trials of draft evaders 


after an unpopular war 
might be exercises in fu- 
tility. Jurors, wanting to 
forget the war, might pro- 
vide their version of 
amnesty, which means 
"forgetting." 
ONE CHURCH? 
The Rev. J. Kenneth 


Lawton is an English 
Methodist- who "tries not 
to be a Methodist." 


In fact, he wants to see 


the death of all denomina- 
tions. "If the Church is 
the Body of Christ, the 
Church must die and rise 
again." He foresees merg- 
ers of the big denomina- 
tions in much the way 
businesses merge. 


From the beginning 


there has always been the 
dream of one Church and 
one Christendom. But 
even the early church 
tended to split along doc- 
trinal and cultural lines.

nations remain. 


Americans also tended 


to be creative in religion. 


~ There wasn't much tradi- 


tion on the frontier, so 
groups followed their indi- 
vidual visions. 


In "classless" America 


churches tend to divide 
along class lines. There 
are churches for laboring 
people, for 
intellectuals, 


for the business communi- 
ty, for self-styled aristo- 
crats, etc. And churches 
are divided by race.

Organized gambling is 
controlled by organized 
crime.

The 
new c h u r c h is already 
inadequate for such pur- 
poses. The land has been 
acquired.

mates; will cost between

The musical career of 


the jazzman who turned 
pastor has never stopped. 
The 1,000-member church 
has five choirs. They are 
the Young Adult with 110 
members; the Senior, 65; 
the Men's Chorus, 12; the 
Mission Chorus, and the 
Pastor's Choir, made up 
of children. 


Kirkpalrick told how he 


became a preacher. 


"I had my own 13-piece 


band in Texas," he said. 
"I played the saxophone 
and sang the blues. We 
also played in Chicago. In 
1936 j went to Los Angeles 
and joined the Earl Hines 
Orchestra. 
A f t e r some 


special tutoring by a Hun- 
garian I got a contract 
with M G M in 1941. The 
outbreak of the war caus- 
ed it to be cancelled. So I 
did what I had to do. I 
went to seminary. 


"1 had thought of it 100 


times, I guess. I tried to 
evade the call of the Lord. 
Although 1 liked my work, 
I wasn't very happy evad- 
ing the Lord. You can't 
get away from the Lord, 
Jonah." (Jonah was the 
unwilling prophet of the 
Old Testament story.) 


Kirkpatrick knows he 


made the right decision. 
"I am a happy pastor," 
he said. 


New Hope C h u r c h is 


predominantly black, but 
it has white members in- 
cluding some church offi 
cers. The residents of 
New Hope Home are two- 
thirds white. 


• ' I am n e v e r for all 


black or all white. I am 
for people," he said. 


And he is for all kinds 


of people. "Christ Jesus 
came to the poor, the 
shut-in, the shut-out, the 
hungry. 1 am interested in 


the kids on dope and the 
hippies. Some of them 
drift in from time to time. 
This church is somewhat 
of a hot line. When I can 
show somebody the light I 
rest well that night." 


The pastor has a wife 


and four children. The 
child ren. a r e Mrs. Hazel 
Henderson, 
director of 


music; Nathaniel 
Jr., 


Mrs. Nogia Richards and 
Jack A. He also has many 
grandchildren and great 
grandchildren. 


There are two associate 


pastors — the Rev. Reu- 
ben English and the Rev. 
.C. Flemings. But there 
are also 15 "graduate" 
pastors — men who re- 
ceived the call at New 
Hope 
and 
now lead 


churches in Texas, Missis- 
sippi, Chicago, and other 
places. 


Kirkpatrick remains an 


active soloist. He has 
made a number of record- 
ings including a recent 
one, "Sermon in Song." 
He sings with clear dic- 
tion and rich emotional 
quality that grabs the lis- 
tener. There is more than 
a toiich of the blues singer 
in his interpretation of the 
old-time Gospel hymns. 


New Hope does not go 


in for new-fangled theol- 
ogy. "I am not a fanatic," 
he said, "but I believe in 
the old-time religion. 
What was good for my fa- 
ther and mother and the 
people before them is 
good for us. In this church 
you can feel the presence 
of the Holy Ghost. When 
we let go of any part of 
faith there is a gap in our 
spiritual lives." 


His personal style of 


conversation reflects a 
quiet, rather w i t t y inter- 
est in people, I was inter- 
viewing him, but he also 
was interviewing me. He 
drew out some of my 
history and many of my 
opinions and ideas. He 
wants to understand the 
people he meets. 


This regard for individ- 


uals is basic in his deep 
concern for community 
and city improvement. "If 
you can help people, you 
are helping make a better 
place to live. You don't 
always understand the 
good you do. If you can 
leach a fellow something 
good, you are doing a 
great work even though 
you don't see any results. 
It may have its influence 
20 years later. It pays off 
to try to make the world a 
better place to live."

Skeleton in the Basement 


A skeleton in the base- 


ment of a Y.M.C.A.? But 
as far as anyone knows no 
murder had been commif.- 
ed. This man died a long 
while ago, in fact, about 
he time the Romans 
ruled Jerusalem. 
The skeleton was dis- 


covered during excava- 
;ion for a new Y.M.C.A. 
building in the 
Middle 


East. It was lying alone in 
an ancient tomb, sur- 
rounded by purification 
bottles of glass, now oxi- 
dized. Near the body was 
a beautiful jar which, no 
doubt, once contained 
food for the dead. The 
skull had a set of teeth 
still perfect after some 
two thousand years. 


This ancient character 


has now, you might say, 
joined the Y.M.C.A., for 
his remains and tomb will 
be on view within the 
gymnasium area of the 
building. But this man 
from another age and 
time is the only dead one 
I have yet discovered in 
the world-wide Y.M.C.A. 


Contemplating the skull 


one was tempted to re- 
flect somewhat after the 
•manner of Hamlet solilo- 
quizing over Yoriek while 
holding the latter's skull 
in his hand. 


A skull and a skeleton 


are merely the frame- 
work upon which a living 
body, and a vital person- 
ality are built. This an- 
cient man lived, loved, 
struggled, laughed and 
cried in his time. He 
dreamed dreams and was 
inspired by hopes. There 
was once a smile on those 
lips. The eyes, long gone 
from these empty sockets, 
once lighted up in love 
and friendship. 


He lived through the 


stirring events of his 
time. Perhaps he wor- 
shiped in the great white 
temple Herod built in Je- 
rusalem, the temple that 
shone brightly, like a 
mountain of snow, in the 
golden sunlight. Perhaps 
he endured or maybe 
even perished in the long, 
terrible siege which pre- 
ceded the destruction of 
that temple by Titus in 70 
A.D. 


Could it be possible that 


our unknown friend may 


have listened to Jesus in 
the Temple area? Could 
the ears that once filled 
these empty places actu- 
ally have heard some of 
His immortal words? 


It may be that some- 


where in God's great uni- 
verse the1 soul that once 
used this skull and bones 
as an instrument of mor- 
tal life lives on in a spirit- 
ual body. 


I recall a narrative by 


Gautier called, 
"The 


Story of a Mummy," in 
which1 the author tells of 
finding 
an 
Egyptian 


m u m m y . In speculating 
on her life he rebuilt a 
personality of such1 charm 
and beauty that he him- 
self fell in love with her. 
It appears that our Y.M.- 
C.A. skeleton was a man; 
and it could be that he 
was an outstanding man. 
For one thing, he occupies 
alone a rather pretentious 
mausoleum one large 
enough to accommodate 
several burials. The head 
is of magnificent propor- 
tions, and a square jaw 
would seem to indicate 
strength and decisiveness. 


Significantly, the tomb 


is situated not 200 yards 
from the Garden Tomb 
where it is believed the 
body of Jesus was laid in 
the crypt of Joseph of 
Arimathea, and it is also 
not far from the Church of 
the Holy Sepulchre. The 
Tomb of the Kings is hard 
by. These f a c t s may 
possibly indicate the 
status of the unknown 
man whose skeleton rests 
in an impressive rock- 
hewn grave in the Y.M.- 
C.A. 


Perhaps 
our 
friend 


from the long ago may 
not object to his long 
sleep being interrupted by 
the play of boys whom the 
Y.M.C.A. is seeking to 
make into men. 


Even a skeleton should 


go for that, for what 
project could be more de- 
serving of enthusiasm? 


Some people, we are 


told, have a skeleton in 
their closet. For my part, 
I'll settle for a skeleton in 
the basement of the Y.M.- 
C.A.

Back-to-school time is 


an appropriate season to 
review a question on 
which vast confusion con- 
tinues to exist throughout 
America: namely, what 
does the Constitution per- 
mit public schools to dp, 
and what does it forbid 
them to do, about reli- 
gion? 


James V. Panoch of the 


Public Education Reli- 
gious Studies Center has 
compiled a brief, easy-to- 
comprehend list of do's 
and don'ts that deserves 
the attention of every 
school official, teach'er 
and parent. 


Panoch cuts through all 


the jargon of court deci- 
sions and gets down to 
brass tacks: 


A public school "may 


sponsor the study of reli- 
gion, but may not sponsor 
the practice of religion." 


That is the key point 


which the Supreme Court 
tried to make in both of 
the two famous rulings 
which it handed down a 
decade ago about prayer 
and Bible reading in 
classrooms. The court did 
not — as many critics 
have noisily protested — 
"ban 
God from our 


schools." It did not "out- 
law" 
private, voluntary 


prayer. It actively encour- 
aged objective study of 
the bible as a tremendous- 
ly important part of our 
heritage. 


All it said was that a 


public school, as an offi- 
cial agency of govern- 
ment, has no constitution- 
al right to conduct minia- 
ture worship services in 
the form of classroom 
"opening 
exercises," 
as 


thousands 
of 
public 


schools used to do every 
day. 


Many still do it, in open 


defiance of the high court. 
One shudders to think of 
the attitude toward law 
and order which they are 
thereby inducing in chil- 
dren. 


The Supreme Court also 


went out of its way to 
urge schools to teach 
objective courses itr com- 
parative religion and the

nation," he says. 
"The 


function of the school is to 
educate students about all 
religions, not convert stu- 
dents to any one religion. 
A school should strive for 
student awareness of all 
religions, but must not 
press for student accept- 
ance of any religion." 


That is indeed what the 


court said. Until schools 
begin to do the m a n y 
things they already have 
legal authority to do, it 
seems foolish for people 
to agitate for amending 
the Constitution to let 
schools return legally, to 
those 
hastily-mumblSd

which merely make reli- 
gion seem trivial to stu- 
dents forced to engage in 
such a mockery of true 
worship.

necessary.' I'm sure that 
suggestion would not be 
made in any other enter- 
prise." 


Kennick, a Democrat, 


first was elected to the 
Assembly in 1958, and to 
the Senate in 1966. 


Dcukmcjian, who was 


an 
assemblyman 
from 


1962 until he was elected 
to the Senate in 1966, is a 
Republican. 


"I don't think the deci- 


sion to ignore incumbency 
is wise because excellent 
relationships 
become 


established over the years 
between legislators and 
their constituencies and 
local units of govern- 
ment," he said.

ONTARIO — Once around the 


track lightly: 


Shhh. Don't let the word leak out, 


but Bobby Unser drinks while he 
drives. At 190 mph, no less. 


But that doesn't bother United 


States Auto Club officials. Even Ontar- 
io's finest probably won't subject him 
to a sobriety test. 


In an effort to cope with anticipat- 


ed track temperatures of 100 degrees 
— and cockpit temperatures 10 to 20 
degrees above that — for Sunday's 
California 500, the All-American 
Racers crew headed by Dan Gurney 
has rigged Unser's Olsonite Eagle-Offy 
with a one-gallon container of liquid 
refreshment, to be used at his discre- 
tion during the race. 


"We've used the set up a couple of 


years now," smiles Gurney, the glint 
of an inventor's genius in his eye. "It's 
very simple, really. The container is 
plastic and has a small straw-like lube 
attached to it. The tube runs from the 
container into a small hole drilled 
through Bobby's helmet. He just sucks 
on it like a straw." 


The self-contained unit serves a 


very valuable function, aside from the 
obvious. 


"These Premier and other brands 


of helmets everyone uses now cover 
the entire face. It's pretty hard to 
drink a cup of water during a 10 or 15 
second pit stop. In fact, it's almost 
impossible. If you miss, it's all over 
everything and you're still thirsty. 


"The heat here at Ontario can get 


brutal, so I'm sure we'll put the thing 
to good use." 


What does the container hold? 
"Whatever is available," grins the 


38-year-old driver from Albuquerque, 
N.M. "The crew decides that. I kind of 
like surprises." 


Gurney was a little more positive. 
"About 90 per cent of the time just 


fill it with plain water. If we put 
lemonade or Gatorade in and it leaks 
it gets awfully sticky. Also, it it. gets 
on Bobby's visor it could mess up his 
vision. Water's the best."

Senior citizen duels young swingers

This could be the year 


that a senior citizen up- 
stages the young swingers 
and wins the third Long 
Beach Medal Play Golf 
Championship. 


To call John Richardson 


a senior citizen may not 
seem right, but at age 52 
he is eligible for senior 
events. The onetime USC 
hockey star looks much 
younger than his age and 
his game is still such that 
he isn't about to limit his 
play to senior tourna- 
ments. 


Two months ago he won 


the prestigious Southern 
California Amateur, beat- 
ing mostly younger men 
and a far stronger field 
than in this tournament. 


He did it with par golf on 
a tough course, El Niguel. 


Richardson shot one- 


oyer-par and finished 
sixth two years ago and 
improved to one-under 
and came in second last 
year. Dave Graska, the 
1971 winner at an impres- 
sive 8-under, has turned 
pro and Beau Baugh, the 
1972 winner at 4-undcr, 
has not returned f r o m 
Florida to defend his title. 


It has been a number of 


years since Richardson 
has won a big tournament 
in Long Beach, where he 
resided most of his life 
after m i g r a t i n g from 
Canada and prior to his 
move lo Laguna Niguel 
some months ago. 


Among his achieve- 


ments arc winning the 


Long Beach Masters and 
setting a course record 63 
at Skylinks. His most 
notable accomplishment, 
however, was a victory in 
the State Amateur in 1962. 


Ironically, John's chief 


competition could come 
from his son. Kemp, a for- 
mer Long Beach Match 
Play 
champion 
and 


onetime USC star. Kemp, 
like his dad now an 
Orange Countian, finished 
second in 1971 and sixth in 
1972—exactly the opposite 
of John's finishes in those 
years.

SANT barbar.a — for- 


mer Banning High star 
Vince Ferragamo won the 
cal quarterback job 
Friday. By default He's 
the only quarterback in 
the Bears' training camp 
at UC Santa Barbara. 


A week ago, former 


prep all-America Phil 
Brus, who had performed 
superbly on the Cal fresh- 
man team last 
fall, 


phoned coach Mike White 
to report he was checking 
out of Berkeley and would 
enroll at a junior college 
in Oregon. 


Friday, just as White 


was asserting to Pacific-8 
vSkywriters that the Bears' 
only other quarterback, 
Steve 
Bartkowski, 


"should be back with us 
by Saturday or Monday," 
quarterback coach Roger 
Theder approached the 
briefing room and gave 
him a finger-down signal. 


"Bartkowski will not be 


here," announced White, 
momentarily losing his 
composure. "It's one of 
those things a coach has 
to face, I have one quar- 
terback here, and that's 
it." 


Theder, it developed, 


had been talking by tele- 
phone with Bartkowski 
when the press conference 
began and, by pre-arrang- 
ed signal, was able to 
communicate the junior 
quarterback's decision to 
White, 


The news that the Bears 


would have to operate this 
fall with only one quarter- 
back with previous ex- 
perience was shattering 
for White, who has just 
begun to collect quality 
athletes for what was ex- 
pected to be a resurgence 
in Ca! football. 


"I'm 
disappointed in 


Bartkowski's 
decision," 


said White. "I'm down to 
one guy with no one else 
in sight. I'm going to find 
another guy on our squad 
who can get the ball to 
my great runners in the 
event Ferragamo doesn't 
remain healthy." 


Asked if Barlkowski's 


decision might cause Brus 
to change his plans, White 
said: "Yeh, there's a 
chance. But I don't know 
if I'll talk to him. I doubt 
it. I'm not going to beg 
anyone to come back to 
our football team." 


But athletic director 


Dave Maggard viewed the 
dilemma differently. 


"I think there's a better 


chance of Brus coming 
back now," he said. 


Regardless, the Bears 


will not be suffering at 
quarterback if Ferragamo 
remains healthy. He was 
L.A. city player of the 
year in 1971 .and, as a 
freshman, started the last 
three games of the 1972 
season for the Bears. His 
touchdown pass with no 
time remaining on the 
clock gave Cal a 24-21 
victory over Stanford in 
the "Big Game." 


Ferragamo, who says 


his Italian name means 
"iron legs" in English, 
may need an iron arm to 
keep going. "The team 
just has to blend around 
one quarterback," he said 
when told Bartskowski 
was quitting the squad. 


Although the Bears 


have 28 lettermen return- 
ing from a team that went 
3-8 in White's rookie sea- 
son, the Cal coach is more 
excited about the quality 
of freshmen and sopho- 
mores on the 68-man 
squad training at UC 
Santa Barbara. 


"When we head for Ala- 


bama for our first game 
on Sept. 15, one-third or 
more of our squad will 
consist of freshmen and 
sophomores," 
he said, 


"and all are quality foot- 
ball players." 


White is especially 


proud of five freshmen — 
receiver Wesley Walker of 
Carson ("he has the mark 
of greatness"), running 
back Mark Bailey of El 


Rancho ("tremendous 
quality"), defensive back 
Dwayne O'Steen of Manu- 
al Arts in L.A. ("should be 
great"), defensive tackle 
Harold Cotton of L.A. 
Locke ("excellent pros- 
pect") and defensive tack- 
le Lee Bunselmeier of 
Redding ("good chance to 
play a lot"). 


"We will not be a pass- 


ing team,'-' White assert- 
ed. "We would like to 
throw 20 to 30 times a 
game. We've switched to 
the I-formation and plan 
to established a sound 
running game. Teams 
that pass a lot are those 
which have to." 


Mike White also pledged 


there would be a change 
in Mike White, head coach 
of the Bears. 


"I coached under John 


Ralston at Stanford for a ' 
long time before coming 
to Cal," he explained. "I 
was trying to be like John 
Ralston. This is no knock 
on Ralston, but I was 
trying to be an adminis- 
trator rather than a 
coach. 


"I was trying to run the 


Cal team with Ralston's 
personality rather than 
my own. It won't happen 
again this year." 


Down to one quarter- 


back, White appears to be 
in deep trouble. But, as 
his own man, the betting 
is that he will bring Cal 
football back to promi- 
nence.

A group of smaller inde- 


pendent banks, buffeted 
by foreign competition, 
are supporting the legisla- 
tion. In so doing, they 


have engaged in battle the 
titans of finance — for- 
eign as well as 
large 


domestic 
banks 
with 


transnational interests. 


Those close to the in- 


fighting are predicting the 
bills by Assemblyman 
Leon Ralph, D-Los An- 
geles, and Sen. Dennis 
Carpenter, 
R-Newport 


Beach, will be killed. 


But bankers are rarely 


known to leave anything 
to 
chance, 
especially 


financial questions of such 
magnitude. 


So high are the stakes 


— conservatively estimat- 
ed in the hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars — that 
legislators on key com- 
mittees have become tar- 
gets of an intense lobby- 
ing assault. 


Among those enlisted to 


lobby the bills either di- 
rectly or through their 
firms are former Gov.

U.S. goods in demand 


U. S. goods are increasingly in worldwide demand, 


Industry Week reported, citing Commerce Department 
figures that show exports in this year's first half were 
up 31 per cent over the year-earlier level. 


While a portion of the increase is attributable to 


grain shipments to Russia, strong gains are also re- 
ported for a number of manufacturing categories, the 
magazine for managers said. 


Price competitiveness of U. S. made products in 


foreign markets has been enhanced by devaluation of 
the dollar, continuing currency adjustments, and 
spiraling inflation overseas. 


Many export and marketing managers contacted 


report rising overseas sales, although they often cite 
reasons other than currency revaluations, notably 
growing worldwide demand, the strain nn foreign 
manufacturers' production capacity, bolstered export 
marketing programs, and appeal of unique and special- 
ized U. S. products. 


TRADE OFFICIALS EXPLAIN that it's difficult to 


measure the impact of devaluation because of the time 
lag involved, particularly in the capital goods markets. 


Still, there is nearly universal agreement that U. S. 


producers generally are enjoying a competitive edge in 
the world marketplace that they haven't had for years. 


Since late 1971, the dollar's slide on the currency 


exchange scales has lowered the cost of U. S. goods 
dramatically in some markets. Industry Week cited

It's difficult to translate such figures into immedi- 


ate market impact. On major purchases of capital 
goods, contract negotiations may stretch out for a year 
or longer. Thus, the lag between devaluation and evi- 
dence of its effects on equipment deliveries from the 
U.S. might be as long as a year and a half. For con- 
sumer products, however, the time span is shorter. 


MANY U.S. FIRMS are unable to take advantage 


of new overseas opportunities since they're straining 
production capacity to satisfy the booming domestic 
market. Because they are busy, many corporations are 
not deeply interested in developing new export mark- 
lets. Also, a suspicion that "it isn't going to last" inhib- 
its many industry decision-makers from investing in 
added capacity to exploit new overseas markets on a 
long-term basis. 


Supply shortages are preventing some firms from 


significantly boosting their level of exports, even 
though they've recognized new market opportunities. 


For companies already in the international market, 


one side effect of the new price competitiveness of U. 
S. made goods is that of putting a brake on investment 
in overseas manufacturing facilities, because it is more 
profitable for U. S. companies to export than to dupli- 
cate facilities.

standards, Charles T. 
Kimamcli, thought the 
album itself was "in bad 
taste." 


A 
spokesman 
for 


•WABC-TV said "it's such 


a-serious matter we've 
decided not to accept 
advertising for any come- 
dy material relating to 
Watergate." Frye h a s , 
however, done Watergate 
comedy routines on the 
station's Jack Paar show. 


Licameli acknowledged 


that Frye did some o£ his 
well-known imitations of 
Nixon recently on the To- 
night Show, carried by 
WNBC-TV. "I don't make, 
the decisions for what 
goes on that show," he 
said. 


THE LOCAL and the 


network 
managers 
for 


program practices at 
WCBS-TV said that they 
were not aware of the 
commercial being reject- 
ed. However, Walter Law, 
the network manager, 
said the decision could 
have been made by a 
salesman. 


Buddah Records said it 


had canceled a projected 
$75,000 television cam- 


paign for the record as a 
result of the rejections. 
The spokeswoman 
noted 


that most radio stations in 
major cities had accepted 
radio spots for the album. 


However, WNEW-AM 


refused to run them. "The 
way the commercial was 
structered it was in bad 
taste. It's no great philo- 
sophic thing," said Carl 
Brazell, the assistant sta- 
tion manager. 


AS SPOKESMAN

Woolworth said the chain 
was not stocking the 
album because "some of 
our customers may be of- 
fended."

Glass dealer's ready for a

Holidays break a lot of glass. 
"On holidays, people rush around." 
They rush, driving their cars. They rush at home. 


They rush into other cars, into glass doors and into 
arguments with the neighbors whose front windows 
they break with baseballs, footballs, basketballs and 
golf balls. 


"Almost everything made of glass is more likely to 


get broken on a holiday," said Clarence Woods Jr. , a 
Wilmington glass dealer, one of nearly 100 glass deal- 
ers in the Long Beach area. 


Woods was preparing, in his Gandy Glass Company 


plant at'702 W. Anaheim St., Wilmington, for the usual 
24-hour hurry-up calls he expects on Labor Day week- 
ends. 


• "Anything from showerbath screens to refrigerator 


shelves," he said. 


Glass, he said, is one product which hasn't gone up 


in cost in the past 20 years. That's just the glass. 
What's gone up, he said, is the labor cost of handling 


glass and replacing smashed glass. "About 10 times," 
he said. 


Even there, though, he said, there is a saving 


thought. 


"We replace most of the old-type.annealed plate 


glass, which shatters into sharp splinters, with temper- 
ed glass. Tempered glass is the same kind of glass to 
start with, but it is cut to size and then heated almost 
to melting and gradually cooled. After that, it can't be 
cut. It is very hard and strong. 


"But when tenipered glass — safety glass — does 


get broken, it disintegrates all over, into popcorn-size 
crystals or grains. 


"Window glass is still window glass, but it's better 


than it used to be. It isn't as wavy. But a baseball will 
sail through it just the same." 


A general rule among glass dealers, Woods said, is 


to collect from the householder whose window gets 
smashed, and to let the householder do his own collect- 
ing from whoever threw the ball. 


"That's the old problem of Whodunnit and we stay 


out of the middle," he said. "The rule on that is C.O.D. 
— collect on delivery!"

woman "was really fuss- 
ing around" while recov- 
ering from anesthesia. 
The secretary said she 
also noticed that Mrs. 
Shirley Bryson, Dr. Kelle- 
her's surgical nurse, was 
watching the patient. 


MRS. 
BRYSON, who 


completed 
testimony 


Friday as the first de- 
fense witness, had told the 
jury she worked in and 
around 
the 
operating 


room where the abdomi- 
nal surgery had been per- 
formed and watched the 
patient through the open 
door 
to 
the 
adjoining 


recovery room. 


The radiologist's 
wife 


previously testified that 
she was raped in the 
darkened recovery room, 
where the only light came 
from the office hallway 
around another door that 
was slightly ajar.

lions of dollars worth of food to needy people 
bverseas warn that they may run out of 
essential commodities because of cutbacks in 
supplies normally provided by the U.S. gov- 
ernment. 


The problem stems from the increased demand for 


erains like wheat, soybeans and corn. This worldwide 
demand has outstripped the 'supply, driven up prices 
and caused the U.S. Department of Agriculture to sus- 
pend for almost two months the purchase of commodi- 
ties tor free distribution overseas under the Food for 
Peace program. 


THE DEPARTMENT announced Friday that it 


would resume buying on Sept. 7. purchasing about 133 
million pounds of foodstuffs lor distribution overseas in 
October. Spokesmen said, however, that the amount 
purchased would be only about half of the normal order 
and would not include any wheat flour, corn meal or 
soybean salad oil—all key foodstuffs. 


Approximately $198 million has been budgeted for 


the current purchase, according to an Agriculture De- 
partment spokesman. But officials expect to get less 
tor the money than they did earlier in the year and 
they note that, by comparison, purchases for distribu- 
tion during the entire first three months of the fiscal 
year cost only $171 million. 


In Rome, the head of the U.N. Food and Agricul- 


tural Organization called a meeting of wheat exporting 
nations on Sept. 20. He said he was "seriously alarm- 
ed" by the lack of wheat. An organization survey two 
days ago showed that wheat stocks were at their lowest 
level in 20 years. 


ANDREW J. MAIR, coordinator of Food for Peace 


which is operated by the Agency for International 
Development, said that in the fiscal year ended June 30 
the Agriculture Department bought, almost $1 billion 
worth of foodstuffs for free distribution overseas. 


The full extent of (lie current cutbacks is still 


uncertain. Agriculture Department and Food for Peace 


. spokesmen agreed, however, that the United Stales 


simply won't DC able to supply as much food to needy. 
people nround the world as if has been. 


"pur capacity to move...will be substantially less 


than in the past, 
an Agriculture Department spokes- 


man said. The spokesman was reluctant to define "sub- 
stantially," but said "it could be as much as half in 
some cases." 


The Food for Peace program works like this/. The 


Agriculture Department surveys existing stockpiles of 
commodities, current production, domestic needs and 
commercial export commitments. It then decides how 
much it can purchase for,distribution to charitable 
agencies. 


" HUGE exports last year, including the sale of 440 


million bushcsl of wheat to Russia, have depleted U.S. 
stockpiles. Worldwide production is clown this year be- 
cause of crop failures overseas. And although record 
crops are expected in the United States, the harvest 
have not come up to earlier predictions. 


Soaring prices have added to the problem. Wheat 


was selling at about $1.50 a bushel before the Russian 
grain dealiast year; it was selling at nearly $5 a bush- 
el on some exchanges Friday. 


News of the cutbacks and uncertainty over their 


severity has caused serious problems for agencies like. 
CARE, Catholic Relief Services, UNICEF and Luther- 
an World Relief. 


"We do not know...what size program—if any—we 


will be allowed to have," said Anthony Foddai of Cath- 
olic Relief Services which distributed 800 million 
pounds of food to more than 10 million people in 58 
countries during the last fiscal year. 


FODDAI said Catholic Relief Services could not go 


out and buy the foodstuffs. "To purchase them on the 
open market is beyond our capability," he said, 


A cutoff or even cutback in (he aid program will 


have two effects, Foddai said. "There will be a very 
evident lack of foodstuffs for people who already have 
very little..,and the people will lose all faith, will fall 
into despair." 


Fred Devine, deputy executive director of CARE 


said the agency would run out of food in fwo months if 
more supplies were not purchased. He said CARE sup- 
plied $69 million worth of food to 30 million persons- 
most of them children—in 32 countries in the fast fiscal 
year, but has received "almost nothing" for this vcar. 


Word has been sent abroad lo extend rations— 


that means to cut them," Devine said. He warned that 
there could be "a drastic reduction in the numbers of 
people we'll be able to feed and in the quality of nutri- 
tion." 


A spokesman for Lutheran World Relief, which dis- 


tributed more than 21 million pounds of food worth 
approximately $1.3 million last year, said Ihe cutbacks 
could be "calamitous."
